Amoogst tho largor subjects which 
will occur y the attention of tbo Legia 
latare, at itB first BcaBiou, that of a 
ohoico betweon the retention of our pre- 
B«nt Customs Tariff and immediate ao- 
ceptanoe ol that of tho Dominion will 
not bo the least important. It will bo 
■within the recolleotfon of tho roador 
that this question constituted ft diBtinot 
Ubup at the laHt ejection aad that " in 
erery inatonoo save two tho, constitu- 
encies pronounoed in favor of at oncn 
accepting the Canadian Tariff "and low 
taxation. The two constituencies that 
appeared to linger by the side of a 
pseudo-proteotion were thoao of New 
Westminster and Viotoria Dlairio.tB. 
The lormer pronounoed emphatically 
Bgainst the Canadian Tariff,aud against 
the better judgment of its chosen re- 
presentative. Thelattor was dumb, and 
its quasi-representative was on the 
fence. tJndor these cifOnmBtancoB, 
with six constituonces and seven re- 
presentatives to two in favor of the 
immediaio aocoptance of tho Canadian 
Tariff, ono would naturally eupposo 
that its acceptance was no lougor doubt 
ful.- Bat, unfortunately, votog in the 
Legislature are not always in strict, ac- 
cord with promises at tho hustings. 
The doctrine that the member is tho mere 
agent or mouthpieoo of his oonstituents 
we utterly repudiate. He is their agent 
and moUthpiooo in a certain sense. But 
he is or ought to bo something moro 
tbari:tttat. • He oaght to bo uble iu a 
measure to tbinlt as well aB speak and 
vote tor his constituents. And yet on 
adiatinct iCBt iBsuo ltko that now 
under consideration/it may be qnes- 
tioned how far a representative would bo 
justified in carrying out his own views 
or leaking his own ends, in opposition 
to the emphatically pronounced views 
and wishes of his constituents: Least oi 
all would he be justified In doing so whilo 
under promiso, either expressed brim- 
plied, to pursue a difforeut and deflnito 
course. Hence wo must regard" the 
action of at least one mombor as a fla- 
grant betrayal of the trust reposed io him 
Perhaps no constituency in the United 
Colony was more pronounced in favor 
of the Canadian Tariff than - that of 
Nanaimo. Certainly, no constituency 
had a greater interest in coming under 
that tariff at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The successful development of 
the great coal interests 'of that impor- 
tant X>istriot is so largoly and so direotly 
contingent upon the price of Hvlug that 
it became a question of the moat vital 
importance whether the people, the 
hard working and highly productive 
people of Nanaimo were to p»y a tax of 
ono dollar and a half upon every barrel 
of flour,or whether they were to pay no 
tax at all; whether they wore to pay a 
tax of two dollars and a half on 
erery gallon of grog, or whether they 
were to pay only oighty cents, And 
yot their representative, after having 
sought and obtained the suffrages of 
that important constituency on the dis- 
tinct understanding that bo Would go 
for the Canadian Tariff and the removal 
of a crushing tax upon tho working- 
man's living, aotuaily wont dead 
againBt it 1 The chief, if- not tho only 
reason given for this recroancy Was that 
the Exoise Laws oi Canada wonld 
operate injuriously upon tho brewing in- 
teroits, and ihat brewing wag a British 
institution and must be proteoted: Ot 
course this was extremely: unselfish ; bat 
the hardworking and heavily taxed coal min- 
er! will very naturally aek wby they should 
be sacrificed in order that brewing may bo 
protected. They doubtless like their beer 
a* well as any other c.laaB, but they know 
well enough that it is not a question of the 
price of beer. In < aa»da beer ia sold at 
twenty centt a gallon, and it is certainly 
equal to tho Best British' Colombia' bra. 
Under Confederation it will eater tbia mar- 
ket Iree, so that it would bo idle to say that 
the Canadian Tarifl or Eioiao Laws would 
raise the prioe of beer. In aoswor to this 
it may be said tbat the looal biew 
it from looal grain, and on. that 
ground is entitled to be bolstered np, 
although it is sold at more than double the 
prioe of Canadian beer. But a glanoo at thy 
Customs Returns before ns knocks over tbat 
arRument. Wo find thut in tho year 1868 
tbeia warn imported G36.000 Ibe. of mailing 
barley, wo- tl) S12 119, and 158 811 lbs ol 
malt worth 8G046. In 1869 there wore im- 
oorte'd no lesB than 1 293 655$ lbs of malt- 
ICR barley, worth $18 69L 87, and 162 78G 
lbBofmi».t, worth 35 707 40. Ilera, then, 
we have, in two je.ua, to employ round 
numbers, two million pounds of foreign bar- 
ley and not very much le«B than balf a 
million pounds of foreign malt, at a total 
cost of nearly fifty thousand dollars, cod- 
lumed in domestic beer-making. We leave 
the reader to imagine to What extent our 
own farmora depend upon the brewers for a 
market. It is not for one moment proposed 
to question the right of oor brewers to buy 
in the obeopcsl market and sell in tha dear- 
est Suob is the universal commercial 
creed. Drily, wo object to having the present 
bigh tarifl retained, witb itB orushtng lax 
• upou the workingman's living, under suob 
flimsy and false pretenses. In the course of 
tbo memorable debate which took pluco in 
the Canadian House ur Commors, upon .the 
Terms Of Uoion, tho Miaieter of Customs 
said 'Ab to British Columbia and the Domin- 
ion he did not lako bo gloomy a view ol affaire 
ni the member for Sherbrook, even although 
he made tbe amount moro than his hot), 
friend Ho took tbe total autouut to be paid 
at 8361 300, without the lund ({runt of 
31100 000 altogether $460 000. From all 
Jources tho revenue would be §303 500, .be 
defioionoy of81U0 000 being represented by 
the land Thut is cumulated ou tbo present 
tariff of British Columbfu-ihoy bavo the 
option of taking tho Dotniuiou tariff ut any 
timo but they seemed to like their own hav 
ina a high ditty on flour, ftp' If the Guims 
dian tariff wure adopted tho.reoe.pts would 
fee reduced to 8303 OOO.uol including ..tainps.'

revenue this colony wonld pay- iato the Do-

It Is not proponed 
in thTa article, already drawn out to a BufB« 
oiont length, to say how far ciroumstanooe 
justified tbo effort wbicb was made during 
last session to both keep our cako and eat it 
—to oling to our present tarifl and, at the 
same time, get tbat tstiiT m.terially roducsd^ 
but whatever glimmer of hope might at tbat 
time have presented itself to some highly 
imaginative m nda as to the possible success 
of tbat attempt, there certainly can be nons 
now. After the bard and nobly fought 
battle of tho Canadian Govern meet to get 
the terms passed through Parliament,, and 
especially after having used an apparent 
disposition on the pait of Biitisb Columbia 
to oling to her higher tariff as an argument 
in favor ot ibeBo terms, it would, inaeed, be 
a'bold Ministry that would ask Parliament 
to turn round and make Ideas terms still 
mora favorable to British Columbia by oat- 
ting oil that additional leures of Federal re- 
venue pointed out by every minister. To 
expect anything of tbe kind now would be 
extremely unreasonable — palpably absurd. 
There is now no other alternative. Tho Ca- 
nadian tariff with its downward tendeooy, or 
cur own aa it is.

Independence of the Seiate. 



A motion for the second reading of a Bill 
to socure tha independence of tho Senate gara 
riso to an interfiling dsbata io tha Canadian 
Hoase ot Commons, on the 27th or last month. 
Tho Bill was introduced by Mr Bfelcs)" and tha 
fact of tbo motion baring been defeated by a 
majority ot only on< is highly suggestive of 
impending chango in tbo constitution of tbo 
Upper Bouse. As tbo matter is one of eon 
siderabla importance, and tolerably certain to 
oome up again at tbe neiit session of Parlia- 
ment, it may not be nraius to give the argu- 
ments used on both sides during tbo debate. 
In moving the second reading Ur Blake did 

thought tbat tho Senators should bo appoint- 
ed by the Provinces which thoy represented. 
He merely made those observations to show 
tbat tbe Senate appointed by the Crown ihould 
bo guarded as much aa poisible from tha temp 
tatio'ns of the Government. In his bill bo pro- 
posed that no' Senator should bo eligible for 
oliice. He supposed that no member of this 
House wished tbe Senate turned iato a rnfuge 
for worn out members of this House. No mems 
ber of this House wished to see the Senate a 
place where members who might change their 
politics -might receive their reward. He 
implored tha members of the Senate, in view 
of the vast importance of thair duties to tbo 
oountry,' to support this measure, and seoure 
their independence. If tha Heaate was meant, 
as it was said to be, for tbe protection 
of tbe interests ot (ho smaller Provinces, 
some meAns should be taken to proieet tho 
Senate from the constant sapping of its in - 
dependence by the emoluments of Govern- 
ment. 

Sir O K Cartier said tbat senators were ap- 
pointed for life, and tbe only difference be- 
tween the House of Lords and tbo Sonata was 
tbat tbe office here could not be transmitted 
from father to son. Any act paised by this 
Hoase preventing Lords from taking oMcu 
would be held te be agalnit their indopeadeneo. 
In the old Province of Canada, when tbe Le- 
gislative Oeunbil were appointed by the Crown, 
no measure bad been introduced to affeot tbe 
Senate, but when the Office became electoral, 
and tbe Council was ou the same footinir 'as 
the Assembly, the same laws were applied by 
both. The hon member for Huron, evidently 
saw that bis measure {was contrary to sound 
principle and against the independence of tbe 
Senate. He maintained tbat this Home shouU 
not legislate on the privilegei ot tbe Sonata. If 
such n measure should originate in the Se- 
nate, then this House wouldconsider tbo mea-, 
euro. 

Mr Howell thought the bill did not go far 
enough, as be thought that tha people shoald 
have some way of calling those to aoeoaal 
who legislated for thorn, and thought it a vici- 
ous principle tbat worn out politicians should 
be put into the Senate without any power to 
remove them, even aftor they btoame ineapa- 
ble from failure of Intellect or from old age ; 
but ns it was not proposed to touch this at 
present he thought it was all tha more impor- 
tant that a check should bo placed on tbe 
Government to prevent them from interfering 
with their action by improper indueemoats. Ho 
belioved it was oompetent . for this House to 
legislate. 

Mr Mackenzie 
nominative Senati 
that it wis a mil 
thing more than another required, is was to 
preserve the independence of both Housos of 
the Legislature. He did not think tbat the 
introduction of tbo measure in this Home wai 
derogatory to the Senate. Tbe aicaaure wai 
necessary, and it was indecent to find a man 
who bad belied bis promises, and allied him- 
solf with the Government for a particular and, 
tbrast into tbe Senate. 

Mr Mills believed such a measure as the 
prosont one was more necoisary for tbe Senate 
than even fur this House to preserve its in- 
dependence, Ho never had been In favor of 
a nominative Senate, ana bo thought it a pity 
that the Proviaces should not have a right to 
indicate who were to represent them in thai 
body. 

Mr Blake replied, denying that the Senate 
could take offence at such a measure being en* 
actod bore, precedents being conelusiv* as to 
tho power of this Houso to do so:
